LONDON, — An appeal to Presl- 
dent Idi Amin of Uganda to hand 
over the body of Mrs. Dora Bloch 
for burial in ‘her homeland was 
made by her sons yesterday through 
Greville Janner, MP. 

dJanner reported that the sons 
know the exact location of the 
grave, and that there should be no 
difficulty in identifying the body 50 
as to have it returned to the Bioch 
family for decent burial. 

The Bloch family also know three 
persons who were present at the 
burial of their murdered mother on 
a Wednesday, after the Entebbe 
rescue operation. Moreover, the gons 
know the name of the murderer, 
“and have reagon to believe that 
Amin is also aware of his identity,” 
Janner said. 

He quoted from a letter he 
received from Foreign Office Min- 
ister of State Edward Rowlands 
that the Ugandan “inquiry" into 
Mrs. Biloch’s death produced a 
“whitewash report,” representing a 
studious effort to conceal the cul- 
brits.

TEL AVIV, — A two-year search 

by a Connecticut housewife, Roberta 


Halpern, 35, for her ‘three children. 
ended finally last week when the- 


four were tearfully reunited din- a 
Beersheba hotel room. 

Two years ago the children, 
Barrie Denise (11%), Joseph Da- 
ron (nine), and Nicole Danielle 
(seven), were in the temporary 
custody of thelr mother, pending a 
divorce. 

Ber husband, David, 38, who had 
been granted visiting rights, took 
the children in May 1974 and dis- 
appeared. 

Following the disappearance of 
her children, Mrs. Halpern -received 
varying reports saying. thet they 
were in Fiorida, Switzerland, Greece 
and Ttaly. Then indications. began 
eropping up that David Halpern 
had taken them to Israel. 5 

In August 1974 she received’ a 
letter from the Aliya Centre: in 
New York informing her that her 
ex-husband and the children had 
sought assistance for settling in 
Israel from the Jewish Agency in 
Geneva. 

In Aprfl 1975, a letter from the 
American Embassy in Israel in- 
formed her ‘that her children aud 
ex-husband were living in Beer- 
sheba, ᾿ 

Last month, she finally got her 
ex-husband's exact Beersheba ad- 
dress. 

Thirty months of anguish involv- 
ing hundreds of letters, pleas and

ISRAEL has the st per capita 
mousical audience in the world, but it 


is ageing. That is one of the com- 


ments made by conductor Lorin‘ 


Maazel on his current, sixth visit to 
Israel during the past ten years. 

Tt is not that the balls are filled 
predominantly by grey-haired peo- 
ple, but that the taste of the public is 
conservative. ‘In Cleveland, we 
have a e called ‘For the 
Young ἐπ Heart. Many of the patrons 
are elderly, but they are eager to 
hear something new." 

Young Israelis, Maazel feels, seem 
to entertain certain cultural at- 
titudes which make them snspicious 
of Old Europe, They suspect Old 
Europe's music of decadence, of not 
being responsive to the needs of 
modern society. Maazel himself sees 
no real dichotomy between the Old 
and the New.

There 
ig no need for the players to don their 
full evening dress when on the stage 
— though, of course, “some sort of 
distinctive garb is necessary, to 
stress that a concert is a special oc- 
casion, an event of sorts." 

If he were only able to retire early, 
Maazel says, he would devote more 
time to composition. And to reading. 
But above all, he would devote 
himself to promoting music through 
the mass media, and television is 
promising in this respect. 

As the distilled essence of the 
human heritage, music speaks to 
every heart, irrespective of race, 
creed or political allegiance. If only 
music could be it into every

Along with 32 other collegians, Bob 
Russert, a senior at St. Olaf's 
College, has just completed a 
semester of history, archaeology.

sity, and the Albright Institute. AD 
were worthwhile, Bob said, but the 
highlight was walking the hilla and 
desert of the Judean wilderness with 
Lutheran Biblical scholar Dr. Bruce 
Shein, studying the Gospel of John ! in 
the open air.

These hikes, 
along with related study, helped me 
better understand what it means to 
be a disciple.

Robin and Sam's goals are 
evidenced in the courses they are 
both taking: Introduction to the 
Talmud with Rabbi Dr. Schindler, 
Archaeology with Dr. Ben Tor, and 
Exegesis of Samuel with Dr. 
Rosenberg. Sam, who is proficient in 
Hebrew, alsa studies Egyptian and 
the Pseudipigrapha, while Robin 
continues Hebrew study.

Mved in the Old City, so we got an 
Arab perspective on many events. 
The soldiers came’ into cur tran 
compound every weekend to give 
protective surveillance to a much- 
travelied street below us, and their 
presence caused ἃ lot of stress. But 
we also heard and came to better un- 
derstand the Jewish point of view 
from our professor of Judaism, Dr. 
Rosenak, of the Hebrew University. 
“Gradually, we came to feel the 
‘hurts of both Jew and Arab, Both 
have experienced great suffering 
that we in America have not known 
en our own soil for over a hundred 
years. To have your land occupied 
by another force, as the Palestinians 
view it, or to be without a homeland, 
which was the Jewish experience for 
so many centuries, were things thatT 
had difficulty in even imagining 
before coming here. I think I'm 
beginning to understand now."’ 

Although the Christian community 
in Jerusalem is small, particularly 
for those from a Protestant 
background, students: find that 
fellowship with those of similar faith 
locally is a vital contribution to their 
experience here. A number attend 
services on Sunday and participate 
in the life of various congregations. 
Bob Russert, for example, sang solos 
and served as cantor this fall in the 
Lutheran Church of the Redeemer in | 
the Old City.

Christian students admit to some 
disappointments, and ‘sometimes 
must contend with thelr parents’ |- 
tears. ‘‘My father was sure I was go- 
ing to be killed by some terrorist,” 
one girl admitted, “and even after 
all these months, he still worries." 
Despite the problems, the students 
interviewed were unanimous in af- 
firming the value of their encounter

-IN OCTOBER 1974 the heads of the Arab states assembled 

in Rabat to crown.the PLO the sole legitimate representative 

of.the Arab Palestinian ‘people. They awarded the terrorist - 
organization title to leadership of a fully “independent national 
authority” to be set up “on any liberated Palestinian Jand.” - 
‘ Using. their newly won levérs of political persuasion, the Arab 
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τ governments contrived to have ‘the Rabat formula repeatedly 
endorsed by staggering votes in the UN General Assembly, 


“and never more emphatically so than at this year's session. - 
. Yet the Rabat resolution is now dead, and buried. The 


guilty parties are the three main Arab “confrontation” states, 
_. With most say in the matter — Egypt, Syria and Jordan. ᾿ 


This is the ringing message carried in two important state- 
ments made in ‘the last few days in the capitals of Bgypt and 
Jordan. In Cairo, President Sadat told a correspondent of the 
“Washington Post” that the Palestinian state he foresaw in 
the areas vacated by Israel would have to be formally linked 
to Jordan: that is to say, ita much touted independence will 
be heavily diluted. 4 : 

In Amman, οὐ Tuesday, Sheikh Muhammad Ali Ja‘abari, the 
ex-mayor of Hebron, no doubt speaking for his host, King 
Hussein, came out for the formation of a new “Palestinian 
Land” party to represent the Palestinians — not necessarily 
in place of but certainly apart from the PLO: in other words, 
the PLO’s claim to be the sole representative of the Pales- 
tinians is no longer considered worthy of recognition. 

For the Hashemite monarch, this attitude is of course 
merely a reaffirmation of an old position, from which he was 
forced to withdraw under overwhelming pressure in Rabat. The 
sincerity of Hussein's renunciation of. his own claim to the 
West Bank has been open to some question, even after Rabat; 
now it is obvious that it has only been a tactical measure 
all along. 

For President Sadat, his stipulation that the Palestinian 
state must be associated with Jordan — with the implicit 
downgrading of the PLO — is something of a novelty. Only 
a few weeks ‘ago, in the General Assembly, Egypt fought hard 
for the adoption of a report (by the “Committee of Twenty”) 
which explicitly denied the right of any outside party to dictate 
to the Palestinian people (as Sadat has just done) “the form, 
status, or system of its entity.” 

Yet this new Egyptian concept has clearly been.in the 
making for some time. There is every reason to believe that 


εἶπ reflects a consensus between Cairo and Damascus — and 


Ar-uan as well, growing out of the experience of Lebanon. 
As President: Assad put it in an address last July, the PLO 
has turned out in Lebanon to be not only untrustworthy politic- — 
ally, but. a nonentity militarily. The PLO's only proven effect- 
iveness, he might have added, was in threatening ‘the founda- 
tions of established Arab regimes. τ 

To save appearances, an effort will no doubt still be made 
to assure the PLO some kind of seat in Geneva. But the three 
confrontation states — to whose ranks Sadat wishes to add 
Lebanon ---- have now made it abundantly clear that they 
intend to be masters and not servants of the PLO, and 
they do not relish the prospect of a violent, and probably 
non-vi , Arafat state in Palestine. The point is doubtles:

A new 
arbitration procedure should then be voluntarily adopted by 
the Histadrut and the Government, to deal with any disputes 
over the interpretation of this agreement. 

Such 2 procedure would put out of court any wage claim 
(whether by tax officials or X-ray technicians or anyone else) 
that went beyond the limits set in the overall wage contract. 
The only difference is over legislation. The Government wants 
the agreement backed up by an act of parliament; the His- 
tadrut does not. 

This is the cause to which the Opposition parties ought to 
be bending their energies. All efforts should be focused on 
pressing Labour Minister Baram to introduce the Voluntary 
Arbitration Bill for its first reading. It would be more con- 
structive to support a tough measure like this, that has ἃ 
chance of being enacted, than to play politics with Wednesday's 
assortment of bills — which antagonise the rank-and-file in 
the workplaces, and are anyway largely irrelevant to the 
problems that the country faces.

During the Kissinger era, ἰὲ was 
the consensus opinion that the Soviet 
Union was motivated by superpower 
détente and would not risk its good 
relations with the U.S. by obstruc- 
ting peace efforts in the region. The 
minority view held that the Soviets 
were anxious to maintain tension in 
the region — irrespective of détente. 

‘The assumption that détente ex- 
ists in the Middle East has been 
proven wrong time and again," one 
American intelligence source com- 
mented this week. ‘‘Yet the 
Kissinger school of thought con- 
tinued to argue that it did — and the 
docile intelligence officers of the 
State Department, the CIA and the 
other organizations bought his line." 

In fact, U.S. intelligence estimates 
on the, Middle East have been fre- 
quently wrong over the years. The 
U.S. did not predict the outbreak of 
the 1973 Yom Kippur War. Despite 
the massive Soviet arms shipments 
to Egypt and Syria — beginning in 
February, 1978, and continuing until]

MY MATERNAL GRAND- 
PARENTS are buried. in Cluj 
(Klausenburg), Transyivania, about 
450 kilometres from Bucharest. 
During a recent visit to Rumania, I 
decided to observe the mitzva of 
visiting my ancestral graves —.if | 
only I could find them. I was told this 
would not be simple, for three 
Jewish cemeteries remained in Cluj, 
and some of the communal registers 
had been burnt during World War IT, 
and I did not know any details 
whatever.. 

-But something undefinable impel- 
led me to try and locate thoge graves. 
I don’t know whether it was some 


. personal affinity, or even.some dor- 


mant childhood memory: I had 
‘never known my grandfather or 
grandmother. Perhaps it was the 
natura] sense of familial duty or the 
‘legacy of the Jewish generations 
who had spared themselves no trou- 
ble in the effort to fulfil this mitzva. 

I suspect that in my case the urge 
was rather rooted in the singular ex- 
perience of the generation that un- 
derwent the Holocaust. I thought of 
my dozens of uncles and aunts and 
their children whoni I had known 
and loved and who were among the 
Six Million who had been murdered 
‘and burnt and -who:had no graves I 
could visit. I thought of the graves of 
dear ones beyond the Iron Curtain, in 


no intention of entering. Here I had 
the opportunity to observe the mitc- 
va, to visit desolate graves which 
had no one but me to call at them. I 
went toCluj “τ΄ 


THERE ARE MANY GRAVES 
there, but few. living Jews remain. 


before World War Π it had a com- 
munity of 20,000 Jews. Today. the 
communal wardens told me, it has 
540 registered members, who, 
together with their families, number 
perhaps 1,200 souls. It has a syn- 
agogue in which services are held. It 
has 8 mikva (ritual bath) that is vs- 
ed. It even has a shohef (ritual. 
slaughterer). who was brought from 
Israel because the local shohet went 
to Israel. There is even a ‘kasher - 
restaurant. But the average age of 
Cluj’s Jews is 85. It is not difficult to 
surmise that before too many ‘years 
there will be no Jewish community 


in Chyj. ὁ : 


There are many Jewish graves in 
Cluj, all bearing witness toa glorious 
past. But the heart secs also the 
graves that are not there — the 
graves of the many thousands — 
about 70 per cent of the community 
— who were annihilated in the Ho- 
Jocaust. One can see the memorial 
tablets in the synagogue, relive the 
trauma of rebellious despair and im- 
potent anger, in this impossible en- 
counter with what is no more and 
never again will be. é
